RURAL PRODUCTION 
SOUTH AUSTRALIA YEAR ENDED 31ST MARCH 1961 


SCOPE This bulletin summarizes detailed information published in Bulletins No. 
17, "Livestock Statistics", and No. 18, "Cereal Statistics", recently 
issued from this Bureau, and shows in addition particulars concerning 

areas and yields of other crops, rural employment, use of artificial fertilizers, 

machinery on rural holdings, and direct oversea exports of rural produce. It also 
lists some South Australian records associated with rural production. 


AREA AND The total area of holdings has again increased - by over 1,000,000 acres 
UTILIZATION in 1960/61, the increase being mostly in pastoral areas. The total area 
OF HOLDINGS of crops reached 4,966,105 acres in 1960/61, more than 800,000 acres 
greater than the recent maximum area under crops in 1958/59. This area 
has been exceeded only in the years 1930/31, 1931/32, and 1932/33, the 
record area attained being over 5,200,000 acres in 1930/31. 


The area under cereals for grain has increased from 3,129,000 acres in 1956/57 
to 4,083,000 acres in 1960/61. This area is the largest since the nineteen-thirties, 
the record area of over 4,650,000 acres being sown in the 1930/31 season. 


The area of sowm pastures has increased steadily from 4,253,000 acres in 1956/57 
to the record area of 4,598,000 acres in 1960/61, the previous record being 4,349,000 
acres in 1957/58.

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LIVESTOCK During the year ended 31st March 1961 increases occurred in the numher of 
sheep (6.6 per cent), beef cattle (20.4 per cent), dairy cattle (3.3%), 
and pigs (32.2 per cent). More pigs, but considerably fewer sheep, lambs 

and cattle, were slaughtered than in 1959/60. Wool production was very much less than 

for the year ended 31st March 1960, but production of milk and butter increased.
